At any 
rate, the deceit was at once appre- 
hended, and although the false pre- 
scriptions appeared to come from 
three or four sources at once, the 
game was stalled by the provincial 
authorities at the very beginning. It 
appears that some of these counter- 
\feit Ilquor prescriptions also made 
their appearance in Lethbridee, but 
at no other points in the province. 
The new federal regulat’ons per- 
mitting the importation of liquor Iin- 
to the province is causing some ap- 
prehension to provinc'al authorities, 
but measures will be adopted to cope 
with the situation without delay,

Board of Trade use its efforts toward 
the furtherance of the proposal of 
constructing an automobile road from 
Edmonton to Vancouver. He thought 


| this would result in a great trade de- 


velopment to Edmonton aad the dis- 
trict, and would mean an increase in 
the popularity of Jasper Park. ‘The 
project will receive cons‘deration 
from board of trade members. 

In addition to the above, F. T. 
Fisher gave a report relative to the 
advertising value that had been re- 
ceived by Edmonton as a, result of 
this city’s work in cn‘ertaining the 
two hundred odd United States jour- 
nalists who visited this city in 
August. He figured ‘hat as a result 
of this 3,500 inches 5f space dealing 
with Edmonton had appeared in 
United States journals. “Ordinarily, 
this space could not be bought, but 
let us take ‘ts value at $1.00 per inch, 
which is the lowest price at which !t 
could’ possibly be obtained. Here 
alone we are returned $3,500 for the 
$1,000 expended,” said Mr. Fisi.er. 

Explanations concerning rates of 
exchange were given members by C, 


H. Hartney, local manager of the 
Union Bank of Canada, the sub- 
ject dealt with being, ‘The Present 


Davy Condition of Foreign Exchange.” 

Mr. Hartney explained that foreign 
exchange embodied the methods of 
settling the amounts ow-ng between 
countries, and briefly showed what 
an abnormal state these adjustments 
were in today; also how difficult it 
was to trade between nations under 
these conditions, 

One of the most interesting features 
revealed came as a result of the 
measures adopted by the British gov- 
ernment to gtubilize its exchange dur- 
ing the war, and Mr, Hartney declar- 
ed that it was on the success of these 


means the resuit of the war de- 
pended, 
When war ceased to exist and 


peace was attained, the British xov- 
ernment ceased to support the erx- 
change market, with the result that 
the pound sterling value is now onlv 
worth $4.25 in Canada and $4.05 ‘n 
the United States 

The German mark, worth before 
the war, 23.83 cents is now worth less 
than 8 cents, 

Mr. Hartney also explained that the 
countries in which the exchan ate 
was the lowest would greatly increase 
their exports, and he felt sure that, 
provided social unrest did not inter- 
fere—and he did not think it would 
to any great extent—exchange condi- 
tions would, in the ¢ourse of a few 
years, be restored to normal,
